The Hungarian Ethnic Heritage Study of Pittsburgh is 
pleased to'present a series of ten educational curriculum kits 
concerning the history, culture and current dommunity life of 
Hungarians in Greater Pittsburgh. 

The purpose of this series is to provide an easily under- 
standable guide' to the Hungarian ethnic community in

The format of cjjroculum kits was chosen for several 
reas6ns. By treat'tn"^ specific topics separately, we wished to 
present to the reader, student and teacher a comprehensive 
view of a well-defined topic For example, the reader in- 
terested in current ethniclife will find most of that information 
in kits 3 and 4, concerned with "Historic Hunganan Places" 
ahd "Hungarian Community Life;" respectively. On the other 
handtthe historically-inclined reader will turn to kit 2, "Hun- 
garian Imnrilgrants in Greater Pittsburgh, 1880-1980." A; 
nother practicaJ consideration was that tgachers should be 
able to use each kit as a*6asic inform^atlon source, re^idijig 
material, and teaching guide on a specific topic Tffos^* 
interested in several topics Will probably review all kits and

Another feature of our study is that it makes available an 
extraordinary amount of pnrhary source material relating to 
the history of the Pittsburgh Hungarian community. In the 

^ourse.of.our/esearcH 'we have identified and evaluated 
historical resources preserved in 13 libraries, ^25 church 
collections, and 24 organizational archives, amounting to a 
total of 62 Separate documelntary collections. All major 
holdings in each collection are identified, evaluated, and 
annotated for the benefit of the prospective, student and 
scholar in kit 8. To illustrate the potiential Value of these 
resources, we have used them liberally in our narrative^ 

This publication is not intended as the final word on 
Hungarians in Pittsburgh, but the first major step leading to 
the discovery and better understanding of the Hungarian 
•heritage., Our primary task was to prepare an inventory of 
documentary resources, to present selected aspects of the 
Hungarian heritage, and to design guidelines.for classroom 
teaching We hope that the results of our work will encourage 
students, teachers, and scholars to explore the Hungatian 
heritage We welcome such explorations and are prepared to 
provide assistance if requested.

The prepara'tion of this inventory was the initial step in 
assembling a senes df curriculum kits pertaining to the 
history of Hungarians m yVestern Pennsylvania, The 
resources found in t?ie Pittsbifrgh region were evaluated 
for their relevance t9 the history, culture, '^nd traditions 
of Hungary, tlje history, cuitgre, and traditions of Hun- 
gariari-Amencans, and t^ contributions- of Hungarians 
to the American haritage.^ On the basis of this evaluation, 
Mhe specific topics fbrthe kits were choseri. 

The information contained irf this inventory^ was* ob- 
tained from churches, clubs, Cultural and civic organi- 
z'ations[ fraternal associations, libraries, special colled- 
tions, and, in . some cases, from pnvate collections. 
InftT^y, )Me consulted existing books .and directories, as 
well a^ iHfitvidiiats. Based on these, we assembled a file 
C9ntaining tms^ames of colhectionj, their addresses, 
and 'names of cortfact persons. We then cpntacted each 
collection and set up mten/iews with appropriate contact 
persons. Each ;inten/ie\A/ incorp<yated the preparatio/i of 
a historical sketch of the organ iMtLpn or institution and 
an -inventory of the availabfe Hungarian resources. We 
visited nr>o§t collections more than once. . ' . 

As presented hi^pe, Jhis inventory is of primary value as- 
a rigorpus evaluation of historical sources that document 
the past century, of Hungarian lrfe,in Westernr Pennsyl- 
vania .Source materials in 13 libranes, 25 churgh collec- 
tions, 24 organizational archives, amounting to .a total of 
62 separate collections are recorded in this jnventory/ 
The scholar seeking to reconstruct the Hungarian ex- 
perience will therefore find this guide indispensable. 
Since the in.vento,ry lists, 'evaluates, and annotates the 
holdings of the major^ collections, the user can identify 
with ease the specific, sources to be reviewed. As ,a - 
result, future research on Pittsburgh Hungarian life should 
become an enjoyable and po.tentially.successful pursuit.

Until 1913, tW Hungarian Pfotestants of Brownsville and 
vicinity held se^ices in the sanctuary ofihe Central Presby- 
terian Church, lin^y formed their own church in 1907, but it 
was not^until Ddpember 29, 1913 that the congregation 
purchased tts present church building. In 1919 the manse 
was built. The pastor of the Hungarian Presbyterian Church 
(its name u ntil 1 964) served other congregations in the area, 
including Pricedale;'Star Junction, and Masontown. 

The congregation celebrated its Golden Jubilee in 1 958, It 
erected Calvin Hall in 1 963 to house the church school and to 
serve as a meeting hall.

Historical Summary^ 

Hungarian Protestants m McKeesport regularly travelled 
to Pittsburgh for worship services before 1 908 In 1 909, they 
began toorganize their own separate congregatioa resulting 
in the purchase of a building in 1 9 13 which the congregation 
had renovated This same church is still being used by the 
mi^mbers today. 

The sanctuary is furnished in traditional Hungarian Calvinist 
fashion and is significant because it is. the only Hunganan 
Reformed church in the area to have preserved ttie onginal 
interior The beautiful wooden pulpit is one of the noteworthy 
traditional furnishings.
